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Back Story... 

In order to tell the research history that went into the discovery of Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s birth 
surname, I feel I should give you some background on the events that led to this amazing 
discovery. 

When I decided to visit my step-grandmother; Medie Jane (SASSER) Montgomery Brown on a 
field trip from Saint Peters, Saint Charles County, Missouri to Dyersburg, Dyer County, Tennessee 
commencing on the 16 th of June 1988, little did I know how interesting and fun she was going to 
be. 

My father and mother divorced one year after I was born, so I never personally knew my birth 
mother; Delores Virginia (BROWN) Pratt, daughter of Peter Conley & Olga Elvira (O'DANIEL) 
Brown or for that matter, any of the Brown-O'Daniel family. 

After I began my family history research in 1975, several years passed and in 1983, I discovered 
Grandmother Olga was living in California and made contact with her by phone. After writing 
letters and multiple phone conversations, Olga decided she wanted to take a trip to visit my family 
in Saint Peters, Missouri. 

In 1988, she flew to Missouri and she stayed with us during her tenure, which lasted about a 
week. As we visited, I was able to fill in the "blanks" on my "missing" family history concerning the 
Browns and O'Daniels of Tennessee. 

Olga was so interesting and fun even at age 81; my family and I fell in love with her joyous and 
carefree spirit. She took me around to visit all the living relatives in the surrounding countryside of 
Missouri. Relatives and family I was not even aware I had. 

After Olga flew back to California, I was intrigued by all the stories she told of her life in Dyersburg, 
Dyer County, Tennessee. So much so, I wanted to visit some of these "lost" relatives before they 
were gone so on the 16 th of June 1988, Bonnie and I decided we would visit Dyersburg and see if 
any of the "old" family was still around. 

We found Peter Conley Brown's third wife; Medie Jane (SASSER) Montgomery Brown still alive in 
Dyersburg and after a short call we arrived at her residence. 

We were greeted by the following people... 

[1] Edna Mae (BROWN) Holland, daughter of Benjamin Ripley & Mary Ann "Mollie" (KETCHUM) 
Brown (1 st cousin once removed) 

[2] Lee Roy Holland Jr. son of Lee Roy Sr. & Edna Mae (BROWN) Holland (half 2 nd cousin) 
[3] John Thomas Brown son of Peter Conley & Vera (KETCHUM) Brown (half uncle) 
[4] Medie Jane (SASSER) Montgomery Brown daughter of William Leroy "Lee" & Laura Ann 
(HAMPTON) Sasser. (3 rd wife of grandfather) 
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After introductions, I was excited to finally get to meet my "other" side of the family and all of them 
told me stories about my Grandfather; Peter Conley Brown. 

PETER CONLEY BROWN... 

They informed me Peter Conley Brown was a highly intelligent man. Lee Roy said Conley bought 
one of those kit radio's and built it all by himself. James said Conley liked to fish and hunt and was 
one of the best outdoorsmen in the area. Mae agreed, Conley was a smart man but he liked to 
roam and ramble. Mae also said and was confirmed by Medie, Conley wanted to know about his 
girls and never did get to meet them or find out where they were. James said Conley went to that 
Mount Vernon Baptist Church and that's why he was buried there, but Medie said he never was a 
very religious man. 

They also told me, Conley worked for the Diamond Oil Company when he met Olga, who was 
described by John Brown as a little girl that lived in a hollow. When Olga and Conley got married, 
Conley was a manager for Kroger and was transferred to St. Louis. 

We took several pictures and had a great time, the kind of time you hate to see end because you 
want to stay and talk more... but it was not possible. 




Medie (SASSER) Brown. Mae Holland. LeRoy Holland 16 June 1988 
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Time Passes... 

I really didn't do much family history research on Medie Sasser's family line since she was the 3 rd 
wife of my Grandfather; Peter Conley Brown and not my direct line. 

However, a few days ago, (January 2012) I began to look at my notes concerning her family and 
decided to do a Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profile on her life. 

A Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profile is a chronological history of all the major events in an ancestor's 
life. I created this profile format to make it easier for the average researcher to uncover and 
discover records and other documents concerning their ancestors. 

As I dug into her parents' family, I found not much had been done in the past 30+ years of family 
history research on www.ancestry.com . Over 20 trees were referencing the Sasser family but it 
appeared no one had taken the initiative to really do some serious research. 

I began to organize her parents; William Leroy "Lee" & Laura Ann (HAMPTON) Sasser family in 
preparation for Medie's C2G Profile. 

As sometimes happens, when preparing a C2G Profile, you must process the previous 
generation's timeline in order to get a full picture of the individual you want to chronicle. 

This led me to discover some problems. 

Bridging the generations... 

As I jumped from William Leroy "Lee" Sasser to his parents; Henry Wiley & Elizabeth J. 
(CHIPMAN) Sasser's family, I found less and less on the Internet concerning the Sasser family as 
expected... the older the ancestor, the harder to find records. 

I decided this was going to be a great challenge and advanced onto Henry Wiley Sasser's 
parents, i.e., John Sasser and wife Mary Ann (EWING).-.as depicted by other researchers on 
ancestry.com. 

Because of 38 years of family history training, I never take anything at face value and many of you 
who know me, can agree, it is hard to get me to change my conclusions without irrefutable 
evidence. 

What you commonly find on the Internet is... this person's tree has a piece of the family history 
puzzle and this person's tree has another piece of the family puzzle and another person's tree has 
another piece and so on and so on. 

As a serious researcher, you have to wade through all that misinformation in order to discern what 
is actually fact and pertinent to your investigation. 
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This wading through process takes several days and a few more days to validate and process this 
information. The following is an account of just such a process and the results I was able to 
discover. 

John Sasser born 1 784-1 800 North Carolina... 

As I dug into John Sasser is became clear no one really knew much about him until after the 1850 
census. 

But, with the tenacity of a pit bull, I discovered the following... 

[1] John Sasser's full name was John Daniel Sasser Sr. because his son; Dr. John Daniel Sasser 
Junior is listed as such in the 1900 census. Thereby, making his father... a senior. 

[2] John Daniel Sasser Sr. was born on 21 November 1784 in Wayne County, North Carolina and 
died 24 August 1875 near Bolivar Post Office, District 12, Hardeman County, Tennessee. 

These dates were derived from John's headstone at the Sasser Cemetery, located in Hardeman 
County, Tennessee... the census data corroborates these dates. 

In fact, in the 1870 census, John is living near Bolivar Post Office in Hardeman County, 
Tennessee as listed above. Concerning his birth county, several on the Internet posted Wayne 
County, North Carolina was his birth location and I located him in the 1820 census of that county. 

[3] John Daniel Sasser Sr. was married at least twice; first to a possible Sarah and her maiden 
name may have been Boyd and second... according to the internet Mary Ann (EWING) on 20 June 
1834 in Hardeman, Tennessee. 

The inconsistencies begin to mount... 

As sometimes happen, you get all kinds of inputs from people's trees that just don't make sense. 
First, they listed ALL of his children under Mary Ann even when her headstone stated she had 
been born on the 15 th of April 1819 and the census records stated she was born in North Carolina. 

This meant the first born son, who has been positively identified; Henry Wiley Sasser born 1832 in 
Hardeman County, Tennessee was Mary Ann's son. This was not believable since she was only 
13 years old when he was born!!! Not likely, especially when the 1830 census of Hardeman 
County revealed John Sasser with a boy aged 15-19, a girl aged 10-14 and a wife aged 40-49 
years! 

This census proves [1] John was previously married and [2] John's first wife was born between 
1781-1790, and her age is in age compliance with John's birth year of 1784! 

This age compliance between spouses is vital to dismiss any assumption the older woman may 
have been John Sasser's mother. 
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Therefore, It appears Mary Ann (EWING) could not have been the same woman in the 1830 
census and at the age of 13 in 1832, would not have been the mother of Henry Wiley Sasser, 
whom was born in 1832. 

Something about Henry Wiley Sasser, all the census records list him as Wiley Sasser but several 
on the Internet listed a son of John's named Henry Sasser W... unknown birth date. 

Putting two and two together it is not hard to see Wiley could have been Henry Wiley Sasser and 
his census data supports the 1832 birth year. 

Therefore, now my goal was to find and prove when John Sasser married Mary Ann (EWING) 
because she is listed in the 1840 census as age 30-39 or born between 1801-1810 . 

Obviously the wrong age bracket but definitely not the same woman who was in the 1830 census 
aged 40-49 years, which would have made her 50-59 years in the 1840 census. 

I have a theory why Mary Ann's age bracket in the 1840 census does not match up to her true 
birth year of 181 9... more about that later. 

Mary Ann (EWING) where are you?... 

I began my search for Mary Ann (EWING) in the 1830 census. Hypothetically, I would be looking 
for an 1 1 -year-old girl living with a Ewing family; preferably in the Hardeman County area who's 
birth origins were in North Carolina. 

Checking the 1830 census in Hardeman County, Tennessee. .. I found none . Surely, if she was 
getting married in 1834 her family should have been in the Hardeman or surrounding counties 
area. Disappointed, I checked the surrounding counties I found 3 Ewing families in the 
neighboring Madison County, Tennessee area. 

1 . William Ewing of the 1830 census of Madison County does not have a daughter aged 
1 1 ...Mary Ann's age in his family. 

2. Sophia Ewing of the 1 830 census of Madison County does not have a daughter aged 
1 1 ...Mary Ann's age in her family. 

3. Wilson E. Ewing aged 30-39 of the 1830 census of Madison County does have a daughter 
aged 1 1 ...Mary Ann's age in his family. In fact he has 2 daughters aged 5-9. 

Wilson Ewing's family was looking good, as a possible match; however, Wilson Ewing and his 
family disappeared after the 1830 census until I found them in the 1850 census where they are 
living in Texas. 

Depicted in the 1850 census, Wilson was born in Tennessee and none of his children were born in 
North Carolina, therefore, it does not look like he is Mary Ann's father. 
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Also, Wilson left the Madison County, Tennessee area and usually when the children begin to 
marry, the parents settle down in anticipation of forthcoming grandchildren. 

Number #2 from above, Sophia Ewing born 1785 in North Carolina is living with a son; David C. 
Ewing born 1809 in North Carolina. 

Since Mary Ann was born in North Carolina in 1819, this would indicate that Sophia ( ) 

Ewing might have been her mother. After checking out Sophia in the 1850 and 1860 census, other 
trees stated she did not have any more children after 1813. Therefore, it did not look like 
Alexander & Sophia ( ) Ewing were... Mary Ann's parents. 

I came to the conclusion, in order to discover Mary Ann's parentage, I really needed to verify Mary 
Ann's maiden name. This can be done with researching the marriage records and/or searching 
time related newspaper notifications of such a marriage. 

Since, I did not have access to the latter, I choose to look at the Hardeman County, Tennessee 
Marriages on ancestry.com. After searching ancestry's search engine, for a John Sasser and a 
Mary Ann Ewing using all variations of given and surname spellings like countless others before 
me... I could not find a match. 

With a little help from the Lord... 

Someone had posted John Sasser had married Mary Ann Ewing on the 20 th of June 1834 in 
Hardeman County, Tennessee and countless others on ancestry.com had copied that data into 
their tree without validating the information. When over 20 trees agree concerning supposedly 
researched data, then one is suppose to have a reasonable amount of assurance the data is 
true... not always. 

I concluded with that much support for the Sasser-Ewing marriage, if I look up the marriage index 
and/or marriage record for June 1834 in Hardeman County, I should find the record. 

On Ancestry.com in their collection of marriages called " Tennessee State Marriages, 1780-2002 " 
Hardeman County, Tennessee Marriage Records for the month of June 1834 consists of 21 
pages. I began with page 1 and what looked like an alphabetical index I thought it might be easy 
to locate this marriage... I was wrong. 

The index jumped from surname to surname with missing pages and whole surname letters 
missing. Ancestry.com had a partial list!!

Mary Ann (CHISUM). ..Wife of John Daniel Sasser 
and How I Discovered Her Birth Surname

Having had 38 years of experience reading "old" style handwriting, I immediately recognized the 
transcribed Vas?? as a sloppy Sasser and the Mary Ann Ch??? as Chisum or Chisom. Not a 
Ewing but a Chisum !! 

I figured the S's for Sasser should be about page 15 and clicked to the page. Lo and behold, there 
was a marriage bond showing a John Saser to a Mary Ann Chisom filed on either the 10 th or 1 1 th 
of June 1 834. The zero in the 1 0 was crammed together making it look like a 1 1 . 




Hardeman County, Tennessee Marriage Bond Filing date of 
John Saser and Mary Ann Chisum 10 June 1834 
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I, with a great deal of help from the Lord, was able to find and discern her maiden name and it was 
not Ewing but Chisum. The first letter is definitely a C not and E and there was no "w" in the last 
name but you could see a Chis o or u m. 

Also, the marriage bond was on the 10 th of June 1834 however, no one seemed to have an actual 
image of the reported marriage date of the 20 th of June 1834. It looked like someone; somewhere 
had recorded this marriage record but could not read the Chisum and mistook the maiden name 
as Ewing. 

I then went into ancestry. corn's search engine and found the misspelled names for their marriage 
and corrected them and posted the corrected information for all those to find. 

This impossible marriage... 

Since no less than 30 family trees have either posted the wrong maiden name or none at all, it 
appears I have an opportunity to help steer them in the right direction. 

My theory... Mary Ann was not the mother of Henry Wiley Sasser born in 1832 was valid and the 4 
year spread between Henry born in 1832 and his brother Joel born in 1836 means all children 
born after June 1834 belonged to Mary Ann (CHISUM) Sasser. 

Oh Oh!... 

Now the magnitude of this marriage has far reaching consequences. 

First of all, John Daniel Sasser born in 1784 was aged 50 years old when he married 15-year-old 
Mary Ann (CHISUM) in 1834!! 

I remember when one of the Blanton's married a young girl and the local town folk in Sullivan, 
Franklin County, Missouri were relentless in their harassment and persecution. 

A newspaper article of the marriage was written in the local newspaper and the reporter criticized 
Blanton's decision to marry this 15-year-old girl. This marriage took place back in 1900. 

I don't know if they could ever find peace, but the Blantons divorced shortly after the marriage and 
Mr. Blanton relocated to California leaving his young bride in Sullivan. 

I imagine the townsfolk of Hardeman County, though sparsely populated in 1834, raised a ruckus 
over this marriage, especially with the church congregations. 

The religious community may have given John and Mary a difficult time in the beginning of their 
marriage. 
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That's why I believe, when the 1840 census taker came around for the census, Mary Ann told him 
she was 10 years older than she really was! I mean after all, John in the 1840 census was 56 
years old and Mary Ann was actually 21 but she told the census taker she was 31. 

Nevertheless, John and Mary raised 6 children and lived in Hardeman County all their lives. 

Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s parentage... 

Now let's see if we can determine her parentage. 

Now that I know whom I am dealing with, using my previous theory... this 11 -year-old girl should 
still be with her parents in the 1830 census, I decided to pull up all the Chisum families in 
Hardeman County in the 1830 census. They were numerous. 

1 . James Chisum age 50-59 had no daughters at all. 

2. William Chisum age 20-29 had 3 daughter under 5 and a female 20-29 

3. Wilson H. Chisholm age 20-29 had no females 

4. Claiborn Chisum age 30-39 had one daughter 5-9 and a female 20-29 (living next door to 
John Chisum and Thomas G. Chisum 

5. John G. Chisum age 50-59 one female 4 & under and one female 20-29 

6. Thomas G. Chisum age 20-29 one female 15-19 

In Madison County, Tennessee... 

7. Elijah Chisum age 50-59 no females 

8. William Chisum age 30-39 1 dau 4 & under; 1 dau 5-9 ; female 20-29 

9. William Chisum age 20-29 1 female 20-29 

10. Nancy Chisum age 40-49 1 dau 4 & under; 1 dau 10-14 ; 1 dau 20-29 This family is 
strange since there are many males in this listing even with a male 50-59. 

Now, I want to see the 1830 census page where John Sasser is listed and see if any Chisum 
families are in close proximity of his own family. 

On page 351 of the Hardeman County, Tennessee 1830 census is John Saucer, whom is our 
John Daniel Sasser Sr. and he is living 6 families away from #2 above; William Chisum age 20-29. 
However, this William Chisum does not show any daughters old enough to be Mary Ann who 
should be aged 11. 

What I thought would lead us to a close relationship in the neighborhood only informs us that John 
Sasser was familiar with the Chisum families living in his county locale. 

Based on the Chisum families of Hardeman County, it appears Claiborne Chisum is the most 
interesting of these families. Living a few doors down is a Thomas Gibbons Chisum with a 
daughter 15-19, which would make her too old for our Mary Ann. 
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Also, could Mary Ann (CHISUM) be the daughter of #10 Nancy Chisum above, not sure. 

Mary Ann (CHISUM) Sasser stated in the 1880 and 1900 census not only was she born in North 
Carolina, but her parents were born there also. 

Therefore, we are still looking for Mary Ann's parents in North Carolina. 

Since Claiborn Chisum looked like the best prospect for Mary Ann's father, I investigated all the 
other trees on ancestry.com to see who knew what about him. What all the other trees knew 
was... he was born 1797 in Grainger County, Tennessee son of Elijah James & Lucinda "Lucy" 
(CLAIBORNE) Chisum. 

What interested me about this man, was the fact his sister; Mary C. (CHISUM) married James 
Jacobs in 1824 in Madison County, Tennessee. This proved his family was in Madison County 
before the 1830 census. 

Now, it was time see what happened to the Chisum's in the 1840 census. 

1 840 Census of Hardeman County, Tennessee... 

Sometimes as the parent's age, they tend to stick around their children, especially the daughters. 

Checking for Chisum families in the 1840 census who lived in close proximity to John and Mary 
Ann (CHISUM) Sasser... 

1. John G. Chisum age 20-29 

2. William Chisholm age 30-39 same as #2 above in the 1830 census. 

In fact, this William Chisholm is now living only 3 houses away from our John age 56 and Mary 
Ann age 21 (CHISUM) Sasser family. 

Coincidental, William Chisum of the 1830 census and the William Chisum of the 1840 census 
remained near the John Sasser family. William is not old enough to be the father of Mary Ann 
(CHISUM) Sasser but was born in 1801-1810 and could be a brother. 

Or, if William was born in early 1801 he could have married by 1816-1817 and Mary Ann 
(CHISUM) could have been his daughter but... in the 1830 census he does not have a daughter 
listed with Mary Ann's age. 

Claiborn Chisum has moved with the rest of the Chisum's in 1837 yep, you guessed it... to Texas. 

Remember John Wayne in the 1970 movie... Chisum??

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In the above bio of John Simpson Chisum, it is stated he was born August 15, 1824 in Hardeman 
County, Tennessee. 

This is getting better and better... 

Now my interest was really perked. Could this John Simpson Chisum, whose life story became the 
basis for the 1970 Movie "Chisum" starring John Wayne be the brother of Mary Ann (CHISUM) 
whom married John Daniel Sasser? 

Remember John Simpson Chisum was born in 1824 and Mary Ann was born in 1819? 
Let's investigate this John Simpson Chisum in detail. 
This query lead me to the following website... 
http://www.tshaonline.org/handbook/online/articles/fch33 
Notice how Claiborn Chisum pops up in this report? 

Obviously, no one at ancestry.com, who are supposed to be somewhat professional researchers, 
knows anything about the Claiborn Chisum family that moved to Texas will be able to give me 
answers to Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s parentage. 

I investigated all the websites on the Chisum families and came up with a good one at... 
http://www.texasgen .org/ 

However, it became increasingly obvious since I just discovered Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s maiden 
name, when all the others were looking for a Ewing, then no one else knew the truth, and I was 
not going to find collaborating evidence on the internet to help bridge her to her parents. 

Unfortunately, this answer is going to be difficult and take some legwork or what I call a road trip. 

Let's take a look at the 1850 census. 

1 850 Census of Hardeman County, Tennessee... 

At the following locations we have Chisum families... 

1 . House #736 J.G. Chisum 32 born in TN but living with him is Elizabeth Chisum age 76 born 
in VA 

John and Mary Ann are living at house #1394. I could not draw any conclusions from the 1850 
census. It appears that most of the Chisums have now moved to Texas as depicted in the above 
web links. 
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What we do know... 

John Daniel Sasser was born 21 November 1784 in maybe Wayne, North Carolina and was 
marrying age after 1799. Some have reported he married a Sarah as depicted on the death 
certificate of John and Mary Ann (CHISUM) Sasser's son; Dr. John Daniel Sasser Jr. in 1919. 

Why they wrote his mother's name as Sarah baffles me when we know Mary Ann (CHISUM) 
Sasser was his mother. 

Others claim John Daniel Sasser Sr. had married a Boyd. Others also claim he had a son; John S. 
Sasser born 9 December 1805 in North Carolina and a daughter in 1820 named Emily (SASSER). 
I have not been able to find any supporting evidence for this yet. 

John Daniel Sasser is listed in the 1820 Wayne County, North Carolina census and moved from 
Wayne County, North Carolina to Hardeman County, Tennessee between 1820-1830. 

The Tennessee General Assembly created Hardeman County in 1823 from parts of Hardin 
County and "Indian lands." 

When John Daniel Sasser arrived in Hardin or Hardeman County, he may have bought property 
that could have been recorded in the Hardin County Deed records or in Hardeman County. 

He came with a family and a wife who was born between 1781-1790. They were recorded in the 
1830 census of Hardeman County and lived a few doors down from a William Chisum and family 
who had 3 daughters aged 4 & under. 

Also, there was a Claiborne Chisum family in Hardeman County with a daughter aged 5-9 years of 
age. There were several other Chisum families in the area. 

Sometime, after the 1830 census, and after giving birth to son; Henry Wiley Sasser in 1832, 
John's first wife died. 

Widower, 50-year-old, John Daniel Sasser filed for a marriage bond on the 10 th of June 1834 to 
marry Mary Ann (CHISUM), a 15-year-old from a local family. Others have reported the marriage 
took place on the 20 th of June 1834. [needs verification] 

The 1970 movie... "Chisum" starring John Wayne was based on portions of the life of John 
Simpson Chisum born on the 16 th of August 1824 also in Hardeman County, Tennessee son of 
Claiborne & Lucinda (CHISUM) Chisum. 

Claiborne Chisum married 1st Lucinda Armstrong (CHISUM), daughter of John Chisum and Mary 
Ann (ARMSTRONG) (also his 1st cousin), on the 12 th October 1820 in Hardeman County, 
Tennessee. This was taken from the Internet and Hardeman County was not officially formed until 
1823. Probably they were married in what became Hardeman County but the marriage record 
may be in Hardin County. 
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If Claiborne and Lucinda were married in 1820 and Claiborne has a daughter aged 5-9 in the 1830 
census of Hardeman County, then we need to see his family records to see if he had a daughter 
called Mary Ann (CHISUM). 

Other researchers have determined this 5-9 year old daughter is Nancy Eppes (CHISUM) born 22 
January 1822. Therefore, it looks like Claiborn Chisum is not Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s father. 

Concerning the Thomas G. Chisum also living in Hardeman County in the 1830 census is really 
Thomas Gibbons Chisum, brother to Claiborne Chisum. Thomas started having children after 
Mary Ann was born.

John Daniel Sr. & Mary Ann (CHISUM) Sasser's firstborn was Joel Steven Sasser born 24 
November 1 836 and together they raised a family of 6 of their own and lived all their lives in 
Hardeman County. They and most of their children are buried in the Sasser Cemetery, located in 
Hardeman County, Tennessee. 

John Daniel Sasser Sr. died near the Bolivar Post Office, District 12, Hardeman, Tennessee, 
United States on 24 August 1875 followed by Mary Ann (CHISUM) Sasser whom died on 6 May 
1904 at her son's home; Dr. John Daniel Sasser Jr. at Middleton, Civil District 11, Hardeman, 
Tennessee, United States. 

Future Research... 

I can't stress enough the importance of road trips to unravel your ancestor's mysteries. 

In order to ascertain, Mary Ann (CHISUM)'s family the first thing to keep in mind is... no one else 
but me and now YOU know her maiden name was Chisum. 



Therefore, don't expect others to lay out their Chisum family tree and out pops your Mary Ann. 

Because her maiden name has been misread all these years and no one really examined that 
marriage record, everyone has been looking in the wrong place for her parents. 

Now that I have shown there is a serious connection between the Chisums in Hardeman County, 
Tennessee and the main body of that family group moving to Lamar County, Texas, then what 
needs to be done to connect Mary Ann to her parents are the following steps.

9. Check the newspapers in June 1834 for articles concerning the marriage and age 
difference between John Sasser and Mary Ann (CHISUM). 

10. Also, check those same newspapers for the 1830-1834 death of John Sasser's first wife. 

11. Try to find John Sasser's death notice in the August 1875 newspapers of Bolivar, 
Hardeman, Tennessee.

Therefore, the filing of their marriage on 10 June 1834 is before the 20 June 1834 reported 
marriage date. One must see the actual marriage record or read the newspaper account to verify 
and validate which date is correct. I, for one feel, that you can not file the marriage record before 
the marriage date. 

If the date of 10 June 1834 is correct then John Sr.'s first wife died after the 1830 census and 
before son; Joel Steven Sasser was born in 1836.

They have the image of a marriage filing dated 10 June 1834 between John Saser and Mary Ann 
(CHISUM). However atwww.familysearch.org at ...https://familysearch.org/pal:/MM9.1.1/VN8L-

They have registered a marriage date of 20 June 1834. ..but with no image. 

Therefore, the filing of their marriage on 10 June 1834 is before the 20 June 1834 reported 
marriage date. One must see the actual marriage record or read the newspaper account to verify 
and validate which date is correct. I, for one feel, that you can not file the marriage record before 
the marriage date. 

If the 10 June 1834 date is correct then John Sr.'s first wife died after the 1830 census and before 
son; Joel Steven Sasser was born in 1836. Obtaining a newspaper death notice of Joel might 
reveal his birth mother. Usually there are several years gap between the children of one spouse 
and the children of the subsequent spouse. In this case, we have Henry Wiley born in 1832 and 
then a 4 year gap until Joel in 1836. This could indicate a death of a spouse and a marriage, in 
this case, of John Sr. and Mary Ann (EWING). 

This marriage record of Sasser-Ewing needs verification to establish the parentage of the children. 
In any case, Mary Ann (EWING) Sasser's headstone states she was born 15 April 1819 and the 
subsequent census records support this date.. .which can only mean she was not the mother of 
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Henry Wiley Sasser who was born in 1832. If she had been the mother of Henry Wiley Sasser she 
would have had to have been married in 1830-1831 at age 12 years old and married John Daniel 
Sasser Sr.. ..a 47 year old man!!! 

I have found in the past, an age discrepancy of this magnitude will outrage the local population 
and warrants the attention of the local newspapers.

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A Little Something About Your Author 



F loyd Thomas Pratt, f.h.c, m.a.g.i. 



At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
Mr. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy. 

Tom Pratt started his family research career in 
1975 after becoming a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new 
member was to serve in the newly created 
genealogical department or known today as the Family 
History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This 
two-year calling gave Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount 
of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and 
reguired little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he 
made it look easy to others. 

Over the course of several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct 
several family history courses. This experience established a deep profound love for 
family and ancestors. 

It was not uncommon for Mr. Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and 
compiling family histories in addition to his duties, as an entrepreneur in the insurance 
business. 

The first maj or achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family 
back to the early 1800' s. Not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. Pratt 
branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 

This dedication led to 42, 000 individuals and achieved expert status for Mr. Pratt 
on the families of middle and eastern Mssouri, eastern and western Tennessee and 
central North Carolina. 

Concerning Mr. Pratt's style of research, he is a strong supporter of the "hands 
on" approach. When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, 
cemeteries, courthouses, National Archive centers, and visited family members in 
various states. He attended multi- state family reunions and obtained his material from 
the actual sources when possible. 
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Being a researcher of the highest degree, in 1991, Mr. Pratt formed the 
Pratt Publications Company and offered to the public, a series of books titled, 

The P ratt P rogenitor P apers . This series of volumes are a collection of legal documents, 
stories, pictures and historical presentations concerning the families of Missouri, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 

The first three Volumes were released to the public in 1991 and were issued to 
18 different libraries including the Library of Congress and the St. Louis Public Library. 
The next 7 volumes were published with at total of 43 volumes scheduled for 
publication. 

In 1996, Mr. Pratt formed the G enealoqical I nstitute to further the education of 
serious researchers. 

The G enealoqical I nstitute offers a series of educational materials to teach and 
instruct the uninitiated in the procedures of family history research. These courses 
offer "a hands on" curriculum designed to instruct in investigative, deductive reasoning 
and logical procedures for tracking your family history. 

Beginners and experienced researchers have found a treasure chest of knowledge 
when undertaking these courses. Mr. Pratt has taken the hobby of genealogy and has 
enhanced it into a science. Heavy on instructions concerning documentation, research 
procedures, alternative sources and common public records, this course is a valuable 
tool for the researcher. One of Mr. Pratt's favorite sections of the course is teaching 
researchers "how to stop" researching and compile their information for publication. 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the G enealoqical I nstitute , the 
graduate is awarded the M aster A ccreditation of the G enealogical I nstitute. (M .A.G.I.) 

This designation is eguivalent to a Doctorate Degree and signifies the recipient has 
been trained and demonstrated superior research technigues. 

Mr. Pratt's ability in family history research has amazed many educated 
researchers. When Mr. Pratt is asked for help concerning their "brick wall" in their 
family research, his guick wit and logical mind rapid fires instructions and procedures 
so fast they cannot write the material guickly enough. Little do they realize this 
knowledge has been acguired over 30 years of experience and research. 

In June of 2000, Mr. Pratt undertook a new and unprecedented task. 

Outside of Washington, Franklin County, Mssouri is an old cemetery called the 
Johnson- Caldwell Cemetery. This cemetery has many pioneer heroes and ancestors of 
various descendants from that region. Some of the inhabitants were born in the 1750's 
and traveled west to Mssouri after the 1803 Louisiana Purchase.

Obtaining newspapers, legal documents, personal interviews with ancestors and 
researching various sources for any and all information concerning the history of the 
cemetery and the inhabitants produced this master text. What makes this book stand out 
among the rest is basic content and structure. 

First, it is the only book to cover the known and reported inhabitants of an 
entire cemetery. 

Second, this book reports on each inhabitant, their birth and activities 
throughout their life until their death, including their ancestors, spouses and children. 

Third, even the index is unigue, listing the individual and their father' s name if 
known. This is extremely helpful when several individuals have the same given name. 

Upon examination, professional researchers have hailed this body of work as a 
masterpiece and a standard in which all future research of cemeteries should be based. 
In their opinion, no one has ever produced a body of work about a cemetery as unigue 
and professional as this publication. 

Currently, Mr. Pratt is working on a series of books from the 
P ratt A rchive C OlleCtionS , which is a series of biographical publications concerning a 
progenitor and a generation of descendants. This collection is a "cradle to grave" 
report, which covers the subject's ancestry, birth, marriage, children, and geographical 
domiciles as well as the political environment during the subject's lifetime. 

In addition, Mr. Pratt is working on additional volumes of the P ratt P rogenitor 
P apers and several books on public records. 

With all these accomplishments, Mr. Pratt humbly refers to himself as a 
Genealogical Anthropologist. .. resurrecting progenitors. 

We in the genealogical world are deeply grateful to be associates of a man of Mr. 
Pratt' s caliber. Through his dedication to helping the novice as well as the professional 
researcher, future generations will benefit by his advances in the genealogical field. 

In addition, we are thankful for the inspiration that sparks men like Mr. Pratt to 
magnify their love for people and history. We feel, with a lifetime dedicated to the 
genealogical pursuit of truth and knowledge, Mr. Pratt's accumulative body of work, 
will stand as a guintessential manifestation of this divine love.
